Detailed Rejection 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U-S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the 
requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S. C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 



of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of tliis appHcation as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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2. Claims 1, 4, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Miura. 



With respect to claim 1, Miura teaches an image processing system (shown by figures 1 or 3, 
comprising: 

synchronous type processing means (202), shown by figure 1, carrying out a first image process 
o image data that is the subject of processing; a synchronous type processing means (203) for 
carrying out a second image process on image data of a predetermined region of said image data 
that is the subject of processing (fi-om firs process) , and synthesizing means (204 and 205 
together) for synthesizing an output of said synchronous type processing means and an output of 
said asynchronous type processing means to form one image data. 

With respect to claim 4, Miura teaches a first image processor 202 formed of hardware 
carrying out a first image process; a second image processor 203 carrying out a second image 
process and memory (6 or 7) according to col 7, lines 1-10 in which image data subjected to said 
first image process and image data subjected to said second image process are synthesized (by 
elements 204 and 205). 
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With respect to claim 9, Miura teaches an image processing method comprising the steps of: 
carrying out a first image process (202) on input image data through a hardware circuit; carrying 
out a second image process (203) on a portion of the input image; and synthesizing image data 
(via units 204 and 205) of the first and second image processes, wherein the sequence of the 
process is arbitrary. Note 203 is based on asynchronous data, out of time with camera data 202, 



With respect to claim 10, Miura teaches data is scanned by cameras 201 according to figure 1. 



Claims Objected 

3. Claims 2,3 and 5-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
